Decision awaited

Officer Robert Vassallo was 
demoted from sergeant to 
Patrolman last July and assigned 
desk duty, following charges of 
excessive force used against 
prisoner Patrick McNally. All 
along, Vassallo has maintained that 
he acted in self-defense. 

Chief Stewart told the Town 
Crier he felt there has been some 
“misinformation” surrounding the 
case but declined to comment 
further along those lines. He 
optimistically predicted the town 
manager's decision will be upheld.

Boy dies 
after fall 


A seven-year-old boy died on 
Monday night two days after 
striking his head in a fall. 

John Sullivan IV of 6 Massachu- 
setts Ave., Wilmington was pro- 
nounced dead at the Region: 
Health Center shortly after 1 a.m. 
Tuesday. 

Wilmington police received a call 
at 11:27 p.m. telling of a child 
being sick. Officer Joseph Water- 
house was the first to arrive. The 
boy was in a bed upstairs, not 
breathing. Waterhouse initiated 
CPR, aided by a neighbor. 

The boy was taken to the Regional 
Health Center by ambulance, but 
efforts to revive him were fruitless. 

The boy's mother, JoEllyn Sulli- 
van told.police that he had fallen on 
ice in front of the house on 
Saturday, and was knocked 
unconscious, He was taken to Mt. 
Aubum Hospital in Cambridge, and 
teated for a mild concussion, After 
treatment, he was released. 

On Monday night, he complained 
of a bad headache. The mother 
consulted a doctor, and was told to 
give him Tylenol. He woke up 
again with a headache. 

Shortly after 11 p.m., she 
checked him again and found that 
he was not breathing. 

An autopsy was conducted by the 
Middlesex County medical exami- 
ner on Tuesday. Results from that 
autopsy have not yet been released.

Temksbury - Hilmington 
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Butters Row 
bridge repairs 
slated for 
March 


Officials of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad have scheduled repair of 
the Butters Row bridge for March, 
according to State Rep. James R. 
Miceli 

The bridge has been closed since 
Dec. 18 when it was struck by a 
trailer aboard a B&M freight train. 
The trailer also struck the Eames 
Street bridge. That bridge has been 
repaired and is now open. 

"Repair of this bridge is crucial 
both for the convenience and for 
the safety of the public,” Miceli 
said. "According to the B&M, 
work on the bridge will begin early 
next month.” 

Miceli said the B&M announce- 
ment came as “good news, but 
overdue good news” following a 
long series of contacts with the 
railroad, with the State DPU, and 
with the State DPW. 

"I had been prepared to seek 
legislation to create an investigation 
into the reconstruction delay,” 
Miceli said. "But now, hopefully 
that won't be needed. 

"I'd rather have an open, safe and 
fully functioning bridge than a 
special commission study,” he said. 
“And so would the motorists of our 
community.” 

The Butters Row and Eames 
Street bridges were among seven 
bridges hit in a similar incident on 
Noy. 7, 1984, The Nashua Division 
of the railroad, which runs through 
Wilmington Center, has a large 
number of old bridges along its 
route,

Access charge angers 
cable TV subscribers

Last week, cable subscribers 
received notification from Greater 
Boston Cable Corp. they would be 
charged a five percent access fee 
which would go toward the cost of 
public access in Wilmington. 

In a phone interview Tuesday, 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
said he received several phone calls 
from residents who were angry 
about the additional charge, a 
charge which wasn't spelled out in 
the negotiated contract. 

Stapczynski said though he was 
forewarned a week earlier that 
Greater Boston was taking tep, 
he was upset with the way the 
company went about informing 
customers of the charge. 

"The cable company could have 
written the letter differently 


without antagonizing people,” 
Stapczynski contended. 


Because Greater Boston i 
funding the on-going operation of a 
town access corporation with five 
percent of its gross annual revenues 
or approximately $500,000 over 
the 10 year renewal term and is 
making a $100,000 cash grant to 
the town for the purchase of 
equipment as well as providing an 
additional $60,000 to replace 
equipment, it was almost certain the 
money would come from 
subscribers. 

"How they did it was up to them,” 
Stapezynski maintained, adding that 
he could understand why people 
were upset “because it's yet another 
tax." However, he said, he feels 
strongly that the benefits outweigh 
the cost to the user. 

Some of those benefits include the 
laying of a supertrunk for better 
reception; almost doubling the 
number of stations available; three 
extra channels; ability to telecast 
from such locations as the Regional 
Health Center, the gazebo, the 
library, high school, and town hall;

The Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority last Thursday reviewed 
ways to utilize $17,500 provided by 
the state's Executive Office of 
Community Development (EOCD), 


for a feasibility study of Town ’ 


Center. The feasibility study would 
aid the WRA with plans to relocate 
and beautify the center area. 

EOCD required $7,500 be used 
for a market study to assess town 
center site potential and $5,000 be 
used for impact and engineering 
analyses to examine the site for 
total acreage, site development 
constraints, possible curb cuts, 
possible location of development, 
and impacts on abutting uses. 

EOCD also proposed the use of 
$2,500 for a proforma analysis to 
assess costs of development for 
structures, parking, public space, 
and infrastructure and the use of 
$2,500 to develop a sketch plan of 
such things as the exterior of 
buildings, grounds, parking, and 
access, 

After going over EOCD require- 
ments, board members agreed to 
advertise for a planner as soon as 
possible. The planner, they said, 
would be hired for a six month 
period, partially at their own 
expense, to work on the feasibility 
study. 


Sowyrda will 
not run for 
school seat 


Kevin Sowyrda, who had been 
approached by the late Mitchell 
Spiris to run for a seat on the 
Wilmington School Committee, 
told the Town Crier he will not be a 
candidate for that office in this 
year’s election. 

Sowyrda said because of his 
concern over the Town Manager's 
FY '88 budget recommendation, 
which he said shows a decrease 
from last year's Tech appropriation 
of $749,030 to $748,600, he could 
not leave his present responsibility 
‘as a member of the regional school 
committee, 

"I owe it to the students, their 
parents, and my fellow colleagues 
on that board to remain,” he said 
Monday, adding that he would like 
publicly to reaffirm his commit- 
ment at this time. 

To date, incumbent Bridget

Miceli explains state finances 


The finances of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, of the 
counties and of the state supported 
colleges were the subject of 
comments by Rep. James Miceli 
(D), as he addressed the Tewksbury 
Lions Club, on January 28th. 

He has just come from the state 
house. He had with him four 
volumes--the proposed 1987 state 
budget as proposed by Governor 
Dukakis. The four volumes were 
about the size of current telephone 
books and the budget, Miceli said, 
as proposed is $11.4 billions. 

He had comments to make about 
spending money, by the state, by 
the counties, and by the state 
Supported colleges. Not all of the 
comments were good. 

Miceli did not speak of the 
colleges in detail. He did leave his 
listeners with the impression that he 
feels money is being wasted. 

The processes through which the 
budget must go in the state legis- 
lature were described. The almost 
final step is the final approval by 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, of which he is a member. 

Speaking of some of the 
legislators Miceli told his listeners: 
"We are convinced that 40 percent 
of the welfare funds voted by the 
legislature never reaches the people 
for whom it is voted. It goes to the 
bureaucracy that runs those funds.”

Miceli is against the idea of 
depressing the Central Artery, in 
Boston, currently a subject of much 
discussion, 

All the resources of the State 
Department of Public Works, he 
said "will be eaten up, for 10 or 11 
years” by that project. "There will 
be a constant gridlock in the traffic 
patterns of Boston.” 

"The alternative is to do nothing.

County finances also bother 
Miceli. He spoke of the county jails. 
In Middlesex County Tewksbury's 
share of the county jails is 
$300,000, and Wilmington’ share is 
$250,000. 

"Have the state take over the 
operation of the jails,” he said, 
“And I'll support it.” 

Miceli also had comments to 
make on the recently enacted 
Drunk Driving law. The mail about 
the law, received by his office, is he 
said "Eight or nine to one, against 
it. 

"I voted against it (the law). I 
have some serious questions about 
it.”

They are children in pain and 
they are not alone. Their counter- 
parts are found in every school in 
America. 

Last Wednesday, over 75 parents, 
students, teachers, and other 
professionals witnessed some raw 
emotion, honest dialogue, and 
startling statistics as they watched a 
large screen showing of "Genera- 
tion at Risk” at Wilmington’s North 
Intermediate School. The hour long 
PBS special was a sequel to "The 
Chemcial People," first aired in 
1983 to begin a national drug and 
alcohol awareness campaign. 

During the show First Lady 
Nancy Reagan, as hostess, urged 
viewers to get involved and "think 
about the consequences of doing 
nothing.” Actor Sam Waterson, of 
the highly acclaimed film “The 
Killing Fields,” narrated the 
documentary. 

The program took viewers to 10 
cities across the United States to 
show that the fight against chemical 
abuse, suicide, teen pregnancy, and 
dropping out of school can be won. 
It highlighted, and set up as 
examples, several successful 
programs including: 

House of Life in Oklahoma--a 
rehabilitation center which helps 
drug and alcohol abusers through 
group counseling and meaningful 
interaction, 

Teen Court in Odessa, Texas-- an 
unusual judicial system where teens 
are tried and sentenced to 
community service by their peers. 

Exodus in Atlanta, Georgia--a 
Program set up in a department 
store aimed at reaching hardcore 
drop-outs. 

The Door in Manhattan--an 
activity center which provides an 
outlet for energies and deals not 
with sympéoms but the person as a 
whole. 

Underscoring all the dialogue and 
heart rending stories of interrupted 
lives and ways to regain self-esteem 
were the frightening statistics. 
Viewers learned, for instance, that: 

~- Ten million kids have dropped 
out of high school since 1975 

-- Out of 12 million teenage girls 
in America, 680,000 of them will 
have babies this year. 

-- Within two years, 30 percent of 
all teen mothers will have a second 


baby, 
~- This year alone, 500,000 teens 
will attempt to kill themselves. 
~ Of those, 5,000 will succeed. 
Though it was acknowledged 
there are no easy answers, a panel

of 12 experts at the North 
Intermediate fielded questions and 
offered some observations after the 
show. Most of the panelists pointed 
to low self-esteem and lack of 
communication between parent and 
child as reasons for many of the 
problems so prevalent among 
teenagers today. 

“When was the last time we patted 
our kids on the back?" asked WHS 
Assistant Principal Jack Lynch, as 
he explained getting young people 
involved and offering praise often 
helps build feelings of self-worth. 

Dr. Carol Golub of Wilmington 
Family Counseling, urged that 
parents "give every child some- 
thing they can feel good about.” 

High school senior Paula 
Malenchini agreed, saying "there 
are really a lot of kids out there 
crying out for help.” She explained 
part of the feelings of inadequacy 
stem from competing with 
so-called popular or smart kids at 
the highest level. 

"Everybody is just sort of 
con*‘i-ioned. You have to be skinny. 
Yuu have to be pretty. You have to 
be smart. They figure that's it and 
there's nothing else you can do.” 

“Kids in this town run and run 
and run, Why? They can't tell you 
why,” observed Juvenile Officer 
Bobby Spencer, paving the way for 
a discussion on parent-child 
dialogue. 

Some panelists, like student Mike 
LaCava, pointed out that young 
people usually don't say what they 
really feel in front of adults. Others 
said students may be more 
comfortable talking to adults 
outside the family. All agreed, 
however, with Karl Peters 
(Wilmington Family Counseling) 
that it's important to communicate 
with someone. "When dialogue 
begins, amazing things happen,” he 
said, 

“Adolescents live in a (media) 
world where they're just bom- 
barded (with sex, violence, and 
drug use),” said Joan Fox of 
Healthworks, adding that parents 
must explain there are other values 
outside of the media and a lot of 
what's shown on television doesn't 
happen in the real world. 

Wilmington Chemical People

On the road to Podunk 

The destruction of the Webber house in Wilmington this 
week is not in itself an event of tremendous individual 
significance. And that is just the problem. Old buildings in 
Wilmington are too often sacrificed for whatever reason. 

It is an old house, and has been remodeled, destroying much 
of its value as an antique. But nonetheless, it dates from at least 
1740, and parts of it are even older, possibly 300 years old. 

The case with the Webber house is perhaps typical of what 
has happened to many old houses. After Stanley Webber died, 
his family sold the property to developer Jay Tighe, who is 
building a small shopping center. The property sits at the 
comer of Main and Cross streets, and is zoned for general 
business. 

Property on Main Street with business zoning is simply too 
valuable to have an old house sit on it. People who value the 
house for its heritage and charm are in no position to bid 
against a well-financed developer. 

To his credit, Tighe offered the house to the town, and 
offered it free to anyone willing to move it. 

The town explored the possibility of moving it to Parker 
Street for use as "affordable housing.” After learning the costs 
of moving, plus the costs of having wires moved out of the 
way, the town quickly lost interest. Even if the interest were 
there, government's timetable is a tortoise, and a developer's 
is the hare. 

So the Webber house is to be added to a long list of old 
homes which simply aren't there any more. Gone. Forever. 
One house at a time, Wilmington is changing from a 
community with graceful old Colonial homes to one of 
modem split-entry ranches and shopping centers. The once 


charming rural New England town is well on the road to being 


part of a suburban sprawl.

Reading Light 
commissioners 
still elected 


The commissioners of the 
Municipal Light Department of 
Reading are elected officials, three 
in number. Two years ago officials 
of the Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce and Wilmington select- 
men visited that light board at one 
of its meetings to discuss problems 
about light rates. There was no 
reporter present from this paper. 

This paper was subsequently told 
that the commissioners told the 
Wilmington visitors that they could 
discuss their problems with the 
superintendent of the light 
department.

Conducted in conjunction with 
the Anne Sullivan Center the 
program is designed to foster 
Positive attitudes in pre-school aged 
children toward individuals who 
have special needs. The program 
focuses on the concepts of 
similarities and differences in all 
people and provides opportunities 
for pre-schoolers to learn about 
disabilities through play. Program 
objectives are: 

1. To assist children in recog- 
nizing the similarities between 
children who have a disability and 
themselves. 

2. To encourage children's 
exploration of alternative methods 
of using senses and bodies to gain 
and offer information and 
Participate in daily activities. 

3. To begin to dispel fears or 
misconceptions children may have 
regarding disabilities. 

There are two components to the 
program, First, the teachers and 
parents will have an oapportunity 
to meet with the ASCOTT staff to 
discuss perceptions of disability, 
typical questions and conerns of 
young children with regard to 
disability and program content. 

The second component involves 
activities with the children, 
facilitated by ASCOTT, Children 
are introduced to "friends" (dolls) 
who have disabilities including 
visual, hearing and motor 
impairments. Along with the dolls, 


activities and stories are used to 
provide opportunities in which 
young children's questions or 
concerns can be addressed. 
Through participation in the 
program adults and children are 


better prepared for the 
mainstreaming of a child with 
special needs into the "regular" 
classroom.

Maxwell and the Anne Sullivan 
staff for effectively transmitting 
these positive values to our 
students,

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Library chairman seeks information 
as computer tie-in date nears

At a specially called meeting, 
Wilmington Board of Library 
Trustees Chairman Lawrence Fla- 
herty called for more communica- 
tion and caution as the Wilmington 
Memorial Library gets ready to go 
on line with the Merrimack Valley 
Library Consortium in March. 

At the public meeting Tuesday 
night, Flaherty complained that 
members of his board “haven't 
heard about anything, period,” but 
instead, have been kept in the dark 
on many issues. Flaherty went on to 
say he hadn't been made aware the 
town manager had signed the 
covenant agreement with Andover, 
for instance, nor did he know the 
overdue book policy had been 
revised by the Network 
Management Committee, which is 
made up of a representative of each 
town in the consortium. 

Library Director Philip Meriam 
explained that the revision was 
viewed as a procedural matter 
rather than policy and is “not 
something we should get hung up 
on.”

Most of the discussion, however, 
centered around the circulation 
policy, specifically concerning 
reserve and overdue books. 

Flaherty maintained that 
Wilmington patrons should have 
first chance to take out reserve 
books once they go on line. He also 
said he was concerned that the 
library may lose books to out cf 
town residents because, under the 
consortium circulation policy, 
books could conceivably remain 
out of circulation for 14 weeks. 
Member James Banda agreed with 
this view. 

Librarians Chris Dehoff and Tina 
Stewart defended the policy. They 
contended other libraries, in the 
Past, have been "very conscien- 
tious” about returning books and 
Wilmington is not without its own 
delinquent patrons.

The Stanley Webber house, as it 
was known in recent years, is no 
more. It is being tori down this 
week. 

Located at 688 Main St., across 
from Butters Row, it was in 1689 
the home of the second Deacon 
Samuel Walker of Woburn and his 
bride, Judith Howland. 

From that couple were descended 
an illustrious list of persons. The 
list includes the Rev. Timothy 
Walker, first minister of the church 
in Pennacook (now Concord) New 
Hampshire. Deacon Timothy (a 
grandson) who was for many years 
the treasurer of the church and 
town of Wilmington, and who 
commanded the Wilmington militia 
‘on its march to Concord, at the time 
of the Battle of Concord, in 1775; 
General John Walker, US_Army 
(1795) and the Rev. James ‘Walker, 
president of Harvard College in 
1855. There were others, jurists, 
clergy and mathematicians of note. 

When a new school was 
constructed in Wilmington in 1895 
it was named after members of the 
family--the Walker School. That 
school was torn down about 18 
months ago. 

Mr. Webber had traced owner- 
ship of the house back to 1733, but 
not further. 

Adele Passmore of the Wilming- 
ton Historical Commission and the 
writer explored the building last 
weekend. What is practically 
positive proof of the earliest 
construction was found above the 
first floor on the east side of the 
house. 

Chestnut beams, easterly of the 
| central chimney, were beneath the 
roof structure, proof of an earlier 
roof, of what had been a smaller 
building, when originally con- 
structed, 

‘The house was constructed to face 
to the east, with two fire places on 
the ground floor, in a central 
chimney. One of those fire places 
had been subsequently destroyed, 
when the room which was the 
kitchen of the Webber home was 
built.

There had been many changes. 
There were additional rooms, The 
new construction, over the years, 
had changed the front of the home 
from the south to the west. 

Among those who had lived in the 
house was Asa Sheldon, whose 
autobiography may be found in the 
Wilmington Library, entitled 
“Wilmington Farmer.”

"The Wilmington Municipal 
Light Department;” it has a ring to 
it that Town Manager Reginald 

Buzz Stapezynski likes. 

So started a front page story in 
the Times Chronicle, Reading 
(Mass.) edition, last Thursday. 
Reporter Mark Pillsbury wrote, 
for his Reading readers, on just 
about every problem that exists, 
between the Reading Municipal 
Light commissioners and the town 
of Wilmington. 

He was writing a follow-up on 
last week's story in the Town Crier 
of Wilmington being asked to 
appropriate $125,000 in electric 
department study funds in the 
annual town meeting next April. 

“Wilmington,” Pillsbury told his 
readers, “accounts for about 65 
percent of the RMLD power sales 
and revenues. Should it form its 
own electric plant, it would greatly 
reduce the money that flows 
though the town's books, and the 
million dollar payments that 
RMLD makes to the Town of 
Reading, each year.” 

"The really bad situation is that it 
has gone this far, and that the 
RMLD is still treating it like kids 
threatening to run away from 
school.” State Rep. Geoffrey 
Beckwith is reported as saying. 

"When relations between the 
RMLD and Wilmington soured two 
years ago, Beckwith sought to 
bring the two sides together for 
talks, but his efforts were rebuffed 
by the light commissioners.” 

"Beckwith - says that he would 
still be willing to try to establish a 
dialogue, but cautions that it cannot 
happen without light commission- 
ers who are willing to sit down and 
discuss problems.” 

"If the Reading Light Board 
understands what is at stake, that's 
what should happen” Beckwith was 
quoted as saying. 

“Noting that Wilmington indus- 
tries account for a large part of the 
RMLD's sales, Beckwith said that 
nlass produces the most revenues

and that to lose those customers 
would mean that residertial rate 
payers would have to bear the 
greater part of the light department 
expenses.” 

While Pillsbury was writing of 
Reading residential customers, the 
same increase in expenses would 
have to be borne by residents of 
North Reading and a part of 
Lynnfield. Both of those 
communities are served by the 
RMLD in whole or in part. 

Pillsbury reviewed the past 
between Wilmington and the 
Reading Light Board, as seen by 
Buzz Stapezynski, including the 
vote of last April, toward setting up 
a municipal light department. If a 
second town meeting (next April) 
approves Wilmington will begin to 
assess the value of RMLD's 
physical plant in Wilmington and 
then go to the Legislature for a 


special act that will form the 
“Wilmington Municipal Light 
Department." , 

Along the way, Pillbury said, 
there will be lengthy and costly 
legal battles between the two towns. 

Speaking of the revenues from 
Wilmington, Pillsbury reported 
that at least a portion of those 
revenues go to pay for RMLD's .6 
percent ownership in the Seabrook 
nuclear plant. 

"Wilmington officials maintain 
that because the town was not 
consulted about the purchase of the 
nuclear power, if it forms its own 
light department it will not be 
responsible for those expenses.” 

Pillsbury added to that statement 
by reporting Beckwith as saying 
that several years ago, when RMLD 
held a public meeting on the 
Seabrook investment it "refused to 
recognize people from Wilmington 
who wished to speak." 

"Since then" Pillsbury writes, 
Wilmington officials maintain that 
meetings have proved fruitless 
because of the “arrogance of 
Chairman John Crooker and other

Today, we retain the custom of 
the "best man.” 

(Incidently, marriage-by-capture 
was only recently banned by some 
primitive tribes, including the 
Negritos of the Phillipines and 
some Aborigine tribes.) 

Some of the customs surrounding 
"ownership" of the bride still 
remain, although most modern 
women would blanch at the thought 
of being owned. 

It starts with "asking for her 
hand” and continues from there. 
The left hand, according to the 
Egyptians, was the hand of 
submission, and that is why the ring 
is placed there. The veil is another 
symbol of submission, used by 
cultures from Japan to the Moslem 
countries. When the veil is lifted, 
the ownership is transferred. 

The veil, by the way, was also 
used as protection from The Evil 
Eye, so no witches in the audience 
could wreak havoc with the bride. 

The English had an unusual 
means of transferring ownership of 
the bride. The father of the bride 
presented one of her shoes to the 
new groom, as a symbol of the 
transfer, but only after Dad bopped 
her on the head with the footgear 
first, to make sure had her 
undivided attention. Let's see 
anyone try that trick today. 

The English also gave us the 
phrase "tying the knot.” 

A “tue lover's knot" was made in 
England as a token of engagement, 
and if the girl wore the knot over 
her heart, she was engaged. (The 
Irish altered the custom by using a 
bracelet of her hair, but the 
principle of a knot was the same.) 

Today we use a ring, which is an 
“endless” band, to symbolize the 
eternity of marriage. 

The ringing of bells dates back to 
a time when we worried about evil 
spirits disrupting the lives of the 
newlyweds. 

Evil spirits also resulted in the 
formation of today's large bridal 
parties. With so many women at 
the altar all dressed alike, the 
ancients reasoned, the evil spirits 
wouldn't know which one was the 
bride, to ruin her day. 

Throwing rice is symbolic of 
fertility (so many grains from the 
single one planted), while some 
primitive cultures throw food to 
appease the groom's nervous spirit

What a nice gesture! xe 

The Romans gave us the custom 
of carrying the bride over the 
threshhold, although a connection 
could be made to “marriage by 
Capture.” (Into my cave, woman.) 

The Romans worshipped the god 
Janus, a double-faced diety who 
presided over gates and beginnings. 
Stepping through the doorway with 
the left foot might offend Janus -- 
the Romans being a notoriously 
right-handed bunch -- and the bride 
might be too flustered to remember 
which foot to use. Besides, it was 
considered a bad omen to trip over 
the threshhold, so the groom 
usually handled something so 
important as crossing the doorway. 

The “honeymoon” is still widely 
practiced, though few remember 
why. No, sex is not the only 
reason. 

After a "marriage by capture,” 
the happy couple needed a few 
weeks for tempers to cool off, so 
they usually hid somewhere until 
the furor died down. 

But the pursuit of the kidnapper is 
still with us. (Ever wonder why 
everybody jumps into their cars 
and follows the newlyweds? In 
Louisiana the custom is called the 
"Shivaree" and it is a much more 
elaborate, and noisy, chase.) 

The word "honeymoon" has an 
interesting background all by itself. 
Tt was the custom in England for a 
newlywed couple to seclude 
themselves for one month -- or a 
full cycle of the moon. Also, the 
customary drink for newlyweds 
was mead -- an alcoholic beverage 
made from honey. 

Privacy on the honeymoon was 
not always the custom, however. In 
the ancient Hebrew culture, it was 
required that one of the bride's 
brothers stand by in the nuptual 
chambers to insure that the 
marriage was ... um ... properly 
consummated. Luckily this custom 
has fallen out of favor. 

So while your marriage may be 
something new and wonderful to 

you, some of the customs you may 
keep are far older than anyone can 
remember.

Farmer and the Del 
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Town Clerk Pat Ward .- 
Justice of the Peace 


performs lakeside weddings

Editor's Note: This is the sixth 
in a series on town department 
heads and government officials. 

Easy going, optimistic, friendly, 
able to take things as they come-- 
all these attributes aptly describe 
one of the most familiar faces in 
Wilmington Town Hall. 

Priscilla (Pat) Ward has served as 
Town Clerk since she was 
appointed by then Town Manager 
Sterling Morris in December 1977. 
Though some people may make the 
mistake of referring to her as 
strictly a clerk, her job, she 
reminds you gently, is an adminis- 
trative position. It is also extremely 
diverse and requires special people 
skills in dealing with the public on a 
daily basis. 

“People seem to expect you to 
know where everything is," she 
says with a laugh, referring to the 
more complex aspect of her job. 
For Pat's office, with its steady 
stream of citizens moving in and 
out, is looked on as the hub of the 
town. It is here that all kinds of 
records and other paperwork are 
kept on file. Births, marriages, and 
deaths; street acceptances and 
layouts; census records; zoning and 
appeal records; flammable 
renewals; names of town officials-- 
you name it and Pat can put her 
finger on it in a matter of minutes. 

What most people don't realize is 
how varied and time-consuming the 
job really is. Right now, for 
instance, Pat is embroiled in the 
Wilmington census. 

"We sent out 6,000 forms. We 
(usually) get the first 5,000 back 
easily and fight like the devil to get 
the other 1,000," she says with a 
hint of exasperation in her soft 
voice. She and assistant Kay 
Scanlon are also busy, at present, 
with nomination papers and 
drawing up ballots for the coming 
town election. The job, too, 
includes keeping records up to date; 
issuing dog and fish and game 
licenses; taking care of voter 

istration; preparing for town 

certifying things like 

bonds, appeal cases, and pole 

locations; and keeping up on the 
laws. 

Though she looks forward to 
helping others and establishing a 
good rapport with the public, the 
‘one aspect of her job she could do 
without is licensing dogs when 
people are late. She explains that 
many times "people get furious 
with us over a situation we didn't 
create." 

In her capacity as Town Clerk, 
Pat is also Wilmington's Justice of 
the Peace. She received her 
commission to marry couples 
through the governor's office and, 
in the past eight years, has joined 
together 515 couples in wedded 
bliss. 

The marriage ceremony often

takes place at Pat's home on Silver 
Lake. In the summer, couples are 
married in her backyard arbor. In 
the winter couples may be married 
in her home itself, with such 
romantic extras as candles on the 
mantle. Pat always goes out of her 
way to make the service special. 
She i incorporates vows used by a 
justice in Wakefield and a 
smattering of romantic poetry. 
Since it's a civil service, she does 
Not say prayers (though someone in 
the wedding party may) nor does 
she require witnesses. 

"Usually, by the time they come 
to me, they've made up their minds 
they're not going to be married in a 
church,” Pat explains, adding that 
over the years she's married 
couples on horseback, motorcycles, 
and in very elaborate traditional 
ceremonies. 

As we discuss her background, 
Pat tell you she brought some 
experience to the job. She 
previously worked as a clerk in the 
State welfare office and in the 
Wilmington Health and Building 
departments. She also put in a short 
stint as assistant town clerk. 

Though she never went to 
college, something she still regrets, 
she did attend Salve Regina College 
in Newport and received certifi- 
cation as a municipal clerk in 1980. 
While there for a week each 
summer in 1978 through 1980, Pat

took crash courses in public 
speaking, report writing, and 
municipal government which she 
claims went a long way toward 
building on the job confidence. 

Pat's membership in several job 
related organizations help her keep 
abreast of changing laws and allows 
her to interact with clerks in other 
parts of the country. 

"Sometimes, you can really get 
boggled and it's nice to learn that 
all our problems are the same,” she 
says, as she tells you she belongs to 
the International Institute for 
Municipal Clerks, New England 
City and Town Clerks, Mass Town 
Clerks Association, and Middlesex 
Clerks. This busy lady is also 
involved once a month with 
Women in Business, an offshoot of 
the Chamber of Commerce, and the 
Ladies Shrine, Fuad, when she can 
make time to attend meetings. 

Like many others in town 
government, Pat was born in 
Wilmington and attended Wilming- 
ton High School. 

"This town, as a whole, has been 
very good to me,” she says, this 
despite the loss of her son Jim in a 
fatal accident, the loss of her first 
husband Fred Ward, and a divorce 
from second husband Willie Lynch. 
She is proud of her two grown sons 
Edward and David and relishes her 
role as grandmother to Edward's 
children Deanna (7) and Kenneth

Pat has lived most of he life in the 
Silver Lake area. She has fond 
memories of her growing up years, 
especially the opening of the town 
beach, which at that time had its 
own raft. 

Pat also holds some strong views 
which are usually only seen by the 
discerning eye. 

“Anyone who is in government 
should constantly look at the town 
as a whole,” she says, explaining 
that those holding public office or 
running for it should always put the 
town's interest above his or her 
own. 

"It infuriates me some of the

"The Ristuccia Exposition Center 
has a lot to offer and the Bruins are 
looking forward to practicing 
there,” Sinden said. 

The rink will be used by the 
Bruins as well as local hockey 
leagues, and all teams will 
compensate the rink for rented ice 
time. Proceeds from the rink will 
go toward covering its’ operating 
expenses; all proceeds above 
operating costs will be donated to 
the Ristuccia Foundation, a 
non-profit organization founded in 
January of 1986 by the Ristuccia 
Family in memory of their mother, 
Elinor, who died of cancer. 

The Ristuccia Foundation staff 
provides professional counselling 
and support to cancer victims and 
their families. "We visit people in 
their homes at any point in their 
cancer experience - from diagnosis 
to bereavement,” said Chris 
Shakalis, director of the 
Foundation. 

In 1986, the Foundation 
sponsored two fellowships in 
Oncology social work with Beth 
Israel Hospi and both of the 
fellows will join the staff full-time 
in May, 1987. 

The Foundation plans to sponsor 
several amore fellowships in 1987, 
its’ staff and 
ies. The 
Ristuccia family hopes to achieve 
these goals by using the profits 
received from the operation of the 
Ristuccia Exposition Center. 

In addition to finding a way to 
sustain the Ristuccia Foundation, 
the Ristuccia family built the rink 
to benefit the children of 
Wilmington. "We realize a rink 
could be a possible source of 
income for the Ristuccia 
Foundation as well as a real benefit 
to the children and the town,” said 
Ben Ristuccia. 

After two skating rinks in 
Wilmington closed down, the 
Wilmington High School hockey 
team was forced to practice at 
Merrimack College at 4-5 a.m. and 
enrollment on the team dropped by 
half. Several town selectmen then 
approached Ben Ristuccia about 
building an ice rink for local youth. 

After the decision to build the 
rink was made, the Wilmington 
Arena Authority was founded. This 
group consisted of people from 
skating clubs, youth hockey teams 
and the recreation department who 
worked on getting the permits 
needed to build the center. 

“A lot of dedicated people in town 
devoted time and effort to make 
this project work,” said Al Reidy, 
director of the Arena Authority. 
“Without all of them, we never 
would have gotten this project off 
the ground.” A five-year lease of 
the rink ahs been signed by the 
Wilmington Arena Authority, 
which is the governing body of the 
rink.

“Our main purpose for building 
this rink was to find a way to raise 
funds for the Ristuccia Foundation, 
but we've found it & greater honor 
to work with the Bruins on their 
new training center and to provide 
the town and children of 
Wilmington with a brand new 
skating rink,” said Ben Ristuccia.

About 20 members of ACT 
(Associated Citizens of Tewksbury) 
were present in St. William's 
School Tuesday evening, to discuss 
problems, and to listen to Paul 
Gleason of Gleason Insurance of 
Main Street, Tewksbury. Mr. 
Gleason, a native of Tewksbury, 
was for 10 years a town manager in 
two New Jersey communities. 

Gleason felt that the appointment 
of a town manager would improve 
the government in Tewksbury. He 
spoke for nearly an hour. A 
graduate of Northeastern Univer- 
sity, he studied under Atty. Joseph 
Courtney of Wilmington while 
Courtney was a professor at 
Northeastern, 

He had sat for half an hour, 
before he began to speak, while 
members of ACT discussed 
municipal problems in Tewksbury. 
It all reminded him, he said, of an 
organization in one of the New 
Jersey towns where he was a town 
manager - CASS. 

CASS was Citizens Against Sewer 
Systems. It took an issue of 
government to galvanize them, and 
then they were joined into an 
organization to see that the right 
things were done in the community. 

There is absolutely no substitu- 
tion than to have a subject, when it 
comes to looking into town govern- 
ment, Gleason declared. 

“In Tewksbury there is a great 
deal of apathy. Decisions are made 
either by intent or default.” 

"Tewksbury in the last three 
years has had a less than efficent 
administration. Revenues were cut 
by Proposition 2 1/2. The situation 
was similar in the schools. 

Will having a town manager 
make any difference? 

There are five selectmen who 
spend three to four nights a week 
trying to stay on top of the town's 
affairs. You, the citizens, have 
mandated that the selectmen will 
have to spend more time over 
policy. 

Now the town is to have a town 
manager, for management of 
affairs. There are no. startling

That was my job -- in two towns. 
I was the "hired man,” to help the 
council on its budgets and duties. I 
was the trained professional, he 
said. 

Ihave checked over, to a degree, 
the powers of the town manager as 
it isin the Tewksbury charter, 

He has the power to authorize, to 
organize, or to abolish boards. He 
can appoint or remove employees. I 
cannot conceive of a town manager 
acting without that authority. 

He can fix the compensation of 
the employees, 

He must meet with selectmen, and 
he reports on all his operations, he 
supervises the town properties, and 
he coordinates the town purchases. 

Once decisions are made it is up 
to the town manager to carry out 
those decisions, He will work with 
the Town Counsel (attorney, ed.)

town counsel of seven members, I 
never noticed that any town 
councilman would volunteer to 
work with the unions. 

It is the town manager who sends 
out the budget forms to department 
heads, who can cut, or in some 
cases elevate the department 
budgets. 

It is he who will investigate the 
conduct of the town employees, It is 
he who will appoint the treasurer, 
the collector of taxes, and the 
assessor. They are always 
responsible to him, for their 
actions. 

He is responsible to the selectmen, 
and to you, the citizens. He is the 
servant of the people. He is the 
trained professional, who is 
expected to make the town work. 
He is only one component, who is 
expected to work with the 
selectmen, the Board of Appeals, 
the Planning Board and the Board 
of Health.

He is going to be effective only if 
he can work with the selectmen, 
They are going to have to trust him. 

Where he does his job well, you 
will be able to see that the tax rate 
will be a little more stable, and 
hopefully that there will be fewer 
volatile issues. 

Where it doesn't work you will 
find that the selectmen and the town 
manager will have a very tough 
time. Once he is appointed he is 
their boy, and if some selectmen 
don't like what is going on they are 
going to find a lot of friction. 

In one New Jersey town in which 
I served it was like that. There was 
an awful lot of anomosity. The 
residents then got tired of the 
counselors, and four were swept 
out of office a few years later. 

Of course he does not make all the 
decisions. They are made by 
selectmen, and by town meeting 
too. 

There can be questions about 
some employees. In one New 
Jersey community we had some 
questionable employees, and I got 
rid of them, I had a complete 
support from the Town Council. In 
four or five years | separated half a 
dozen employees, including my 
‘own secretary. 

Things should be easier in 
Tewksbury for the selectmen. Now 
they are out three or four nights a 
week. That was so in one town in 
New Jersey, but it got down to just 
one night a week. 

It seems to me that in this town a 
lot of questions revolve around 
inefficient government. one of the 
problems in Tewksbury is the 
incredible growth. 

I feel that a town manager should 
be accessible to the citizens. I 
always had a standing order that if 
anyone comes in and wants to talk 
with me - let him in. 

When we have a town manager 
operation will there be some 
Persons on boards year after year? 
That all depends on circumstances. 

I cannot overemphasize that the 
big thing is the trust that a town can 
place in one individual.

A quick lesson on

Woburn's Jamie McKeon, 
though a relative newcomer to 
Middlesex County, seems to 
have taken to New England's 
winter climate like a snow 
goose to the Arctic 

Why else would he be willing 
to stand in freezing slush — with 
blow-torch and chain saw — for 
three 12-hour days in a row? 
Earmuffs and sopping gloves 
were small help: he still con- 
tracted a violent head cold. 

Well, it may have something 
to do with McKeon’s artistic 
nature. If he's not creating, you 
see, he’s probably asleep. 

And since McKeon doesn't 
seem to sleep as much as most 
of the rest of us, that means he 
is creating just about all of the 
time 


The youthful, exuberant, 30- 
ish McKeon (in actual fact, he 
turns 29 today) is an executive 
chef and, by-the-way, non-stop 
humorist. His cooking is at once 
both delicate and imaginative, 
and like his humor, lighthearted 
and bold. 

When it comes to food, in fact, 
Jamie McKeon's creative 
ingenuity seems to wander the 
planet as if jettisoned on its own 
wave-length of astro-projection

hand on the day of their Dec. 20 
wedding — is executive chef at 
Woburn’s Appleton Inn. And it 
was just by chance, he said, that 
he learned from one of the Inn's 
purveyors of last weekend's ice 
sculpture competition for 
restaurateurs at Quincy Market 
outside of Boston's Faneuil 
Hall. 

With seven years experience 
in ice sculpture under his belt, 
McKeon said he decided to 
enter. A graduate of Boston's 
Graham Junior College, 
McKeon has 13 years ex- 
perience in the food industry, 
and has created an impressive 
array of ice sculptures for 
various past special events — 
but the Quincy Market contest 
was his first competitive ven- 
ture. 


Past McKeon productions 
have included the Mayflower, 
Puff the Magic Dragon, a full- 
size baby grand piano, in: 
numerable animals, boats, 
clam shells, fish, aircraft, 
spacecraft and space men. 
Locally, his ice reindeer outside 
the Woburn Appleton Inn at- 
tracted considerable attention 
and praise during the Christ- 
mas season 

Assisted by sous-chef Rob 
Donnellan of Somerville, 
McKeon produced last week's 
only local entry in the Faneuil 
Hall competition and laughingly 
called his latest creation 
“Winter Disaster,” for a 
variety of reasons * 


Yet, “Winter Disaster’? was 
by no means a disaster, except 
perhaps in providing McKeon 
with thoroughly wet feet, numb 
hands, weathered complexion 
(and the head cold) from 36 
hours of standing in iced wind 
and slush. From the beginning, 
he said, the Quincy Market ice 
sculpture competition entry 
involved a variety of problems, 
changes and challenges — 
though he characterized the 
whole project as a learning 
experience of enormous fun. 

The first problem came when 
McKeon and Donnellan 
discovered the team whose 
entry was adjacent to theirs 
was fashioning a polar bear — 
which had been part of their 
own projected sculpture. So the 
McKeon polar bear became 
transformed to a couple of deer, 
prancing above a graceful 
leaping brook trout. Above it all

The entire crystalline 
grouping — frozen for the 
spectator for as long as New 
England weather provides the 
grace of sufficiently cold 
weather — are, of course, 
examples of New England 
wildlife. 

And the essentially 
ephemeral nature of ice art 
itself is part of its beauty and 
tragedy: it lasts only as long as 
sun, wind and rain permit 

What does it take to produce 
an ice sculpture? “Besides a

Continued from S-1 
said, freezing the ice blocks on 
top of each other.

And 
then there's the volatility of 
New England weather: in this 
instance the wet precipitation 
which came during part of the 
three days of sculpture 
preparation produced cracking 
and striations in all the entries.

Tracking whales with PCs 
Marine mammal researchers at 
the College of the Atlantic, Bar 
Harbor, Maine are using an IBM 
Personal Computer XT to track 
whales and to analyze their 
behavior. Ultimately, the data 
will be used to help manage 
and protect the earth’s largest 
and most mysterious mammals. 
Getting information on whales 
is no easy task. The Gulf of 
Maine Whale Sighting Network - 
a coalition of Down East 
ferryboat captains, fishers, ya- 
chtsmen, Coast Guard personnel 
and whale watch naturalists - 
reports sightings to the College 
of the Atlantic. Using the PC, 
each sighting is plotted on an 
electronic map which displays 
waters from Cape Cod to Nova 
Scotia 

The Sighting Network is one 
of several on-going projects that 
study whales. College of the 
Atlantic researchers also main- 
tain the Western North Atlantic 
Humpback Fluke Catalog. The 
natural black and white pig- 
mentation markings and scars 
on the undersides of humpback 
flukes (tails) are as unique as 
human fingerprints. Before hu- 
mpback whales make a deep 
dive, they arch their backs and 
lift their flukes out of the 
water. A photograph of the 
underside of the“ fluke allows 
researchers to identify indivi- 
dual animals 

Since 1976, more than 9000 
photographs’ of flukes have 
been contributed from organi- 
zations including Maine Whale 
Watch and the Mount Desert 
Rock Research Observation Sta- 
tion. The Catalog includes sight- 


ings and resighting of 3500 
individual humpback whales. 
Each whale is assigned a num- 
ber, and the sighting data are 
recorded with the IBM PC XT.
